| Work Of Kidneys Vital| Side Glances — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the human body, certain organs are 
referred to as vital by reason of the fact that 
they are vital to life. Among these vital organs 
belong the kidneys. Even though one kidney 


may be removed and health be yours, never- 


theless, if both kidneys are gone, life is im- 
possible. It is undoubtedly 
true that to be on the safe 


side, nature has provided you 
with more kidney tissue than 
you need in ordinary living. 
In fact, it is estimated that if 
only one-third of the kidney 
tissue remains healthy you 
can get along without the 
other two-thirds and ‘be none 
the worse. But this one-third 
: is absolutely necessary. 

Dr. F. Once in a while a person 
is born with only one kidney and may enjoy 
normal health in spite of it; occasionally one 
kidney may be removed surgically because of 
damage and the patient returned to good health, 
however, as a general rule we start life pro- 
vided with two kidneys. 

The kidneys are bean shaped, are placed 
toward the back with the right kidney lower 
than the left, possess a rich blood supply, and 
are capable of throwing out between one quart 
and a quart and a half of liquid in 24 hours. 

The purpose of the kidneys is to remove cer- 
tain waste products from the blood which occur 
as the end-products left over after protein is 
burned in the body and consist chiefly of uric 
acid, urea and creatinin. If the kidneys are 
doing their work, these waste materials are 
removed promptly and efficiently no matter 
how large an amount of protein, such as meat, 
is eaten. 

The waste substances are flushed out of the 
body in a liquid medium. Because of the fact 
that the kidneys remove waste material directly 
from the blood stream, they serve as blood puri- 
fiers. The intelligence shown by the kidneys in 
knowing what materials to throw away and 
what substances to keep, has never been satis- 
factorily explained. The healthy kidney leaves 
the blood proteins alone, together with other 
nutrient material and normal liquid waste from 
the kidney therefore contains no nourishing 
substances. It is just as though the kidneys say 
to the grocery boys in the blood stream, “Keep 
Moving,” while they say to the garbage col- 
lectors, “Out you go.” 

Another of the important duties of the kid- 
ney is to control the amount of water in the 
blood eliminating the excess. Through this 
control, the composition of the blood remains 
the same, no matter how much water is taken 
into th dy. This explains why it is that the 


biood is not diluted even though you drink two 
three extra quarts

of water. If a greater 
amount of water is being thrown out, then the 
materials be diluted to a greater 
extent. However, the kidneys also work on the 
reverse plan and if you drink little water and 
lose a great deal through the skin by sweating, 
the kidneys will hoard what water is in the 
body and excréte very little, in which case, the 
liquid waste will be highly concentrated. 

When the liquid waste eliminated by the 
kidneys is tested through urinalysis it will fall 
within normal classifications. The actual secre- 
tion is carried on by very small tubes or tub- 
ules, and it has been estimated that there are 
one million tubes in each kidney. In addition 
to the constant secretion, the kidneys are also 
excretory organs, the waste material being 
collected in special tubes called collecting 
tubules and conducted outward. 

One of the simple, familiar and inexpensive 
tests which I recommend be made at least once 
a year in the urinalysis. Through the report 
gained in this way, much may be suggested 
about the kidneys. If the report indicates the 
need for further study, your coctor will advise 
a test of the kidney function which will show 
how the kidneys are doing their work

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1873 Samuel 
Holland, the surveyor general, 
was in Montreal on his way from 
Quebec to “the Upper Country” 
to make the first official surveys 
of the land then unknown save to 
the Indians, a few French traders 
and some pioneer Loyalists. His 
instructions were to survey “from 
the last concessions to Cataraqui 
and thence to Niagara, on the 
north shore of Lake Ontario. It 
took the party the best part of 
a month to reach Cataraqui (now 
Kingston) and work was begun. 
Holland soon reported the country 
“fit for all purposes of agricul- 
ture.” Holland returned to Que- 
bec in midsummer, but deputed 
John Colli after whom Collins 
Bay is named, “to mark out the 
settlements intended for the re- 
fugee Loyalists.” 

Before 1783 had ended Collins 
had outlined townships thus: 1, 
Kingston; 2, Ernestown; 3, Fred- 
ericksburg; and 4, Adolphustown. 
These were subdivided the fol- 
lowing year. The result was that 
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on August 21, 1784, Holland was 
able to write that over 3,500 
square miles have been settied 
“in a climate preferable to any 
part of New England” but a coun- 
try also in “which insects are in 
great multitudes” , . . Practically 
all the surveys in Upper Canada 
between 1784 and 1792 were along 
the St. Lawrence and Niagara 
rivers and the shore of Lake On- 
tario, only the front concessions 
being laid out. 

Although Holland himself did 
not live in Upper Canada his 
name is remembered by the Hol- 
land river and Holland Landing, 
neither of which he ever saw. It 
is worth while noting that in the 
records concerning the early 
veys the spelling varied; some- 
times it was Kente, other times 
Quinte; sometimes Cataraqui, 
other times Kataraqui. It would 
be interesting to note how this 
double spelling runs through ali 
the early history of Canada, as, 
for instance, Quebec and Kéebec, 
and in some places also in New 
York. 


“The National Emergency” 


“Wherever the discussion of 
relief and unemployment begins,” 
it says, “it always comes back to 
the same point—the doorstep of 
the Ottawa Government.
